ESPECIALLY  MERITORIOUS  PROMOTIONS 

The  following  Bureau  employees  have  been  granted  within-grade  promotions 
for  especially  meritorious  services  of  the  nature  indicated: 

Dr.  Jesse  E.  Peterman,  veterinarian  P-3,  and  Dr.  Arthur  G.  Beagle,  veteri- 
narian P-l,  both  of  whom  are  assigned  to  the  Lincoln,  Nebr.,  field  station, 
for  their  initiative  in  collaborating  in  the  preparation  of  a  chart  for  the  use  of 
veterinarians  in  establishing  differential  diagnosis  of  several  important  swine 
diseases,  particularly  hog  cholera  and  swine  erysipelas,  which  has  resulted  in 
increasing  the  accuracy  of  clinical  diagnosis. 

Dr.  Ralph  W.  Boone,  veterinarian  P-l,  assigned  to  the  Springfield,  Illinois, 
field  station,  for  his  initiative  and  ingenuity  in  constructing  a  stanchion  which 
can  be  hauled  in  the  trunk  compartment  of  a  car  for  confining  cattle  while  they 
are  being  tested  for  brucellosis  and  tuberculosis. 

Dr.  O.  Wilford  Olsen,  parasitologist  P-3,  assigned  to  the  Angleton,  Texas, 
zoological  station,  for  his  initiative  and  ingenuity,  in  developing  a  medication, 
which,  when  administered  to  cattle  as  a  drench,  has  a  remarkable  degree  of 
efficacy  in  removing  adult  flukes  from  cattle. 

ADVISORY  ASSISTANCE  TO  RETURNING  VETERANS 

As  war  veterans  are  demobilized  a  large  number  of  them  will  wish  to  return  to 
or  become  established  in  agriculture.  Although  many  such  veterans  will  have 
farms  or  farm  jobs  to  which  they  will  return  directly  a  large  percentage  of  those 
wishing  to  engage  in  agricultural  pursuits*  will  not  have  definite  plans  to  that 
effect.  Experience  indicates  that  this  latter  group  could  profit  by  and  will  need 
a  source  of  counsel  and  advice  of  a  practical  specific  nature.  It  is  believed  that 
one  of  the  best  sources  of  such  counsel  and  advice  would  be  an  organized  group 
of  local  farm  people  thoroughly  conversant  with  local  agriculture  and  agricultural 
possibilities  in  each  respective  county. 

The  Extension  Service  has  been  requested  with  and  through  the  cooperating 
State  extension  services,  to  proceed  as  expeditiously  as  possible  to  establish  such 
county  agricultural  advisory  committees  or  groups  under  the  leadership  of  the 
county  agricultural  agent  for  the  purpose  of  rendering  the  type  of  advisory  serv- 
ice needed.  In  addition  to  the  direct  assistance  of  an  advisory  nature  which 
these  committees  can  render  in  their  own  right,  they  can  perform  a  valuable 
service  through  advising  interested  veterans  (and  others)  of  the  administrative 
programs  in  the  field  of  agriculture  which  offer  some  means  of  assistance  to  them. 

All  agencies  of  the  War  Food  Administration  and  the  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture having  field  offices  in  the  counties  are  requested  to  advise  those  offices  of 
this  arrangement  and  to  give  all  possible  assistance  to  such  local  advisory  commit- 
tees as  they  are  established  in  meeting  this  important  educational  need.
